On Monday the public wore troatotl 
to a lachrymose article in the govoi n- 
rnont organ on the subject of the Ishiiul 
rail way. One could almost fancy lie 
saw the briny ovcrllow trickling down 
the cheeks of the attorney-gonorfll and 
depositing themselves like Mr. Peck- 
sniff's " fat tears " on tlie bald head of 
the finance minister. It wa.s " Blue 
Monday ■' with oia- esteemed coulem- 
porarv and no uiialake. Tlio public 
were advised that the Dominion gov- 
ernment wore " blind that they 
ousht to " have mndo almost any sacri- 
lico to keep the lands ;" that " the 
matter is a fit subject for the gravest 
con.sideration," and so on. The govern- 
ment like the devil in the couplet was 
" sick " and wanted to hide itself from 
the world in a lunatic asylum, a gaol 
or some other safe place of retreat. 
Surely, said the organ's few readers, 
the government is tooutterlyutterin its 
abandonment to speedily recover itself. 
But the few readers aforesaid were 
greatly mistaken. In yesterday's issue 
the organ withdrew its tearful article 
of the previous day, doclarcd the mis- 
sion not to be a failure, attacked the 
authenticity of our telegrams and 
chuckled over the " success" of tlio gov- 
ernment policy. In twenty-four hours' 
time the devil has rrot well again and 
does not care any more to retreat from 
the pleasures of this world. It will 
" cheek " it out. It is no longer in a 
state of panic. Mauk Taplev lives 
again and the organ is "jolly." The 
mission is not a failure — because the 
local government had not yet tried its 
hand at negotiating with the Canadian 
syndicate. It has liad an agent at 
London and Ottawa for the past 1 5 
months ; but he has bad no communi- 
cation with the 8yndicate.(?) The nego- 
tiations have all been conducted by the 
Canadian govornniont and it is the 
Canadian government who have failed 
— not the local government. Adopt- 
ing the Duke's motto: "All is well — I 
am here !" the governmenc stalks be- 
fore the scenes and implores the coun 
try for an opportunity to negotiate 
with the syndicate. Only give the 
local government a show to tackle the 
syndicate and it will make it come to 
terms. "The Canadian government 
wasted four years in fruitless endeavor. 
Now give us another four years' of 
power and we'll engage to bring the 
matter to a satisfactory solution. Q'he 
mission to the throne is not a failure" 
concludes the organ. Well, what more 
do you know now than was known bo- 
fore the delegate departed on his er- 
rand t That Lord Kimberly says the 
country is entitled to compensation 1 
Lord Caunarvok said the same thing 
in 187'1 and again in 1877. (See Car- 
NARVON terms, 187-1, and dispatch De- 
eecomber — , 1877, to Mr. Elliott) 
That the Canadian government has 

, been brought to acknowledge that the 
country has a claim for the construc- 
tion of the Island railway ? That was 
acknowledged by Sir John Macdos- 
ALD and Sir Charles Tuppkr during 
the sesaion of the Ottawa parliament 
of 1875 (see debates on Island railway 
bill), and again in the session of 1877 
Sir Charles Tupper confessed 

' that.the obligation' existed. That a 
■private company stand ready to build 
the Island line ? That is no news. A 
private company has stood ready 
any time since 1880 to undertake the 
work for a sufficient subsidy and the 
lands to Seymour Narrows. We re- 
gret to say that we see absolutely 
nothing in the situation to justify the 
organ's change of opinion since Mon- 
day, The sniflling article that occu- 
pied its leading column on that day 
was unfortunately too true and all the 
apologies it can now make use of will 
not remove the stamp of failure which 
it has itself fixed upon the mission and 
upon the governmental policy.

— Oscar Wilde's lec- 
ture, last evening, was attended by as 
many people as could possibly crowd 
into ilusic Hall, and hundred.s were 
turned away for ^^■ant of room. Fin- 
ancially it was a tremendous success. 
The first .seats disposed of when the 
sale opened were a block of si.Kty, and 
03 they were bought by Harvard fresh- 
men, there was a good deal of curiosity 
to witness their antics; but warned by 
the college authorities, they changed 
their programme and were co nelled 
to content thenisolves with nmi^ ng 
into the hall after the lecture har. e- 
gun. Mr. Vildc circumvented tlirj by 
coming on the stage twenty-five min- 
utes late, after the students had 
marched in by pairs, attired in knee- 
breeche.s, short jackets, rolling collars, 
immense cravats, each one gazing in- 
tently on a sunflower held in the right 
hand. They were laughed at and ap- 
plauded more than Oscar was when he 
reached tbe platform, attired not in 
knee-breeches, as usual, but in a dress 
coat, exceedingly short, and full trov- 
sers and white vest. The main portion 
of the audience were disposed to "guy" 
the lecture, which was the same as that 
delivered in New York and Phila- 
delphia.

Ni:w York, Feb. u. — The Tribune 
has the following from London: Every- 
thing points to n stormy first night in 
the house of commons. The Parnell- 
ites threaten to raise the questions of 
privilege at the earliest moment in re- 
gard to the imprisonment of Parnell 
and his colleagues. It is understood 
that the sjieaker, following the preced- 
ent in Dillon's case, will rule there is 
no privilege. The Bradlaugh question 
will almost certainly bo discussed be- 
fore the Irish one. Bradlaugh means 
to arrive at the table among the first 
to take the oath. The government in- 
tends to secure his admission and the 
strongest pressure v. ill be used on here- 
tofore recalcitrant liberals. The whigs 
are recalling absent liberah-i from all 
parts of the world by urgent telogram.s. 
The home rulers and tories have agreed 
to oppose the admission of Bradlaugh 
and protract the debate on the address 
with a view of preventing as long as 
po.ssiblc the introduction of cloture and 
other reforms in jn'ocedure. The min- 
isters nevertheless anticipate that they 
will carry the proposals in reasonable 
time, hinting that tbe speaker's auth- 
ority will be exercised again if neces- 
sary to silence obstruction. 

Three organized Irish cfForts within 
ten days to break up liberal meetings 
in London have rou.sed general indig- 
nation. Sir Charles Dilke's audienre at 
Chelsea behaved digracofully,I500 peo- 
ple flying before less than a hundred 
rioters, only the police restoring order. 
Bryce's supporters at these meetings 
organized themselves in American fash- 
ion and secured Bryce a hearing liy 
flinging intruders out of doors. 

Coupled with the discovery of the 
Loughmass murderers and other fresh 
outrages these events have revived 
English e.>casporation and strengthened 
the government by a renewed demand 
for stern measures with Irish rufTian- 
ism. The Post and Daili/ iVeiys excepted 
the English press has indnlged in sing- 
ularly few comments on this week's 
dispatches. Describing the report of 
Blaine's South American policy and un- 
iversal repudiation of his views by the 
people the Dalit/ A'ews assumes that 
the Clay ton-BuI wor treaty will stand. 

The Mansion House protest against 
Russian persecution of Jews although 
rendered weighty by the presence of 
members and representative men, will 
not induce the government to take any 
steps whatever. The St. Petersburg 
telegrams to-day indicate, as was ex- 
pected, extreme resentment on the part 
of Russia. ■ , / 

Meetings of two"rivar:jqjbanriel''tun- 
nel companies this week -and the ap- 
pearance of Admiral Duhsaly's article 
in the Nineteenth Century has reversed 
the keen intereat in the project. The 
British public, heretofore skeptical of 
the possibility of raising needed funds, 
suddenly discover tbe two companies 
seriously at work and have been con- 
vinced of its possibility. The previous 
indifferenco has been succeeded by the 
liveliest alarm at the military peril, and 
determination is expressed on all sides 
and in numerous high quarters to op- 
pose resolutely the enterprise. There 
is good authority for saying that every 
member of the cabinet, except Bright 
and perhaps Cbaraberlain,iR against the 
tunnel. 

Paris, Fob. 5. — It is confidently as- 
serted that almost all important unau- 
thorized brokers will tide over the crisis 
with a credit unimpaired, 

LoNDOS, Feb. 4. — The Economi-ii 
says. The bank of England charged 
during the week as much as 8 percent, 
for advance. This course, which only 
afl'ects the stock exchange, will possibly 
obviate the necessity of raising tbe dis- 
count rate higher. 

St. Petersbvbo, Feb. -i. — The Golus 
reports the murder of a Jewish family 
of six near Novidror by Moujika. Po- 
lice are on the tracks of the miscreants. 
The inhabitants of Warsaw are appre- 
hensive of a renewal of outrages against 
the Jews. General Albcdensky has or- 
ganized a thorough patrol of Cossacks 
and this is considered a sign that au- 
thorities are disposed to make stren- 
uous efTorts to prevent a repetition of 
outrages. 

LoNDo:;, Fob. C. — Dispatches from 
Cairo and Paris are more reassuring 
corucerning tb.o Egyptian situation. 

The Irish parliamentary party have 
re-elected Parnell chairman and rcsol^r, 
ed to raise the entire question of ad- 
ministration on Ireland, particularly 
the suppression of the tenants' organi- 
zation, in an address in reply to the 
speech from the throne. 

Paris, Feb. 6. — The Bourse at the 
opening was depressed by forced sales, 
but was better at the closing. Slany 
clients have not nettled with brokers, 
who are obliged to make largo sacri- 
fices. Purchases for investment con- 
tinue. The public are now applying 
to agents to transact biisinp,ss which 
was heretofore done through outside 
brokers. The ofiicial liquidator intends 
making a call n shareholders iof ti.e 
Union Generale for 3.75 francs not 
paid up on old shares and will deliver 
new bonds to subseribers.

CORONER'S INQUEST, 

All inquest waa opfiuctl yeatorday in tlio 
tf police 5 barracks into tlio circumstances 
I cojin^fflli^ithjtho murder of Ah Kow on 
Fisgard street, on Sundftj' niglit luat, bo- 
fore Hon. A. F. Poinberton und iho fol- 
lowing jury; Tlios. Hiirniau (foreman), 
George McCue, Alox. Stophon, John Orr, 
:Alex. MoEnon and .lames Flott. 

■ Mr. M. W. T. Dr.ike and Mr. K. Hett 
watched tho'proceedinga in behalf of the 
Chineaa prisoners now under arrest and 
the frienuB of tho deceased respectively. 

The Coroner stated the object of the 
enquiry, after wliich the jury proceeded 
to view tho body. 

Tho first witness sworn was George 
Kenny, who doposnd that he lived or* tho 
oppoaite^sido of Fisgard street;, ho heard 
a npiao about 9 .o'clock on Sunday ni.c[ht 
l4 iasifOliins^'bmen ^Sided' wKcro he heard 
the disturb'tthco; it continued after wit- 
ness entered his own hoiiso; he then went 
across the street; met Mr. Buc, who re- 
marked that there was a row across tho 
street and ho thought a Chinaman was 
killed; there were three or four China- 
men outside the house when the body 
was found; when witness got over the de- 
coasod Chinaman was lying down and two 
Chinawomen wore near liim; saw a woman 
^'•lift'one of the murdered man's hands up; 
''asked one of tlio Ciuuanieu who killed 
the man ami was told that 
some one on Johnson street had stabbed 
^ him and that lie ta.n that far and fell 
sJilbwn; told the mori that he did not come 
J from there, but that ho was murdered in 
tho house; there was blood on tho door 
ciisiugs; told tho Chinamen not to touch 
the bpdy but to go for a policeman. 

To tho Foreman— Could not identify 
any of tlie Chinese that were around the 
body. 

\Vm. Buo, sworn — Resided opposite the 
house whero tho disturbance took place 
on Sunday niglit; heard some persons 
hullo two or throe times very loudly; tho 
noise caiiio from tho house opposite his 
place; went over and saw a man lying on 
the sidewalk with two or three Chinamen 
and one Chinawoman examining tho body 
with a candle; saw a big patch of blood on 
tho sidewalk and aomo on tho door; re- 
iiiiirkod thiU tho dead man had a aoratch 
on the chiu; identified tho body as the 
one he saw on the sidewalk; .one of tlie 
Chinamen said that nn Indian had killed 
tho man.. ' 

John Kinney deposed that ho was Ko- 
ine down Fisgard street from Govern- 
ment on Sunday evening, and when pass- 
ing a house occupied by Chinese ho saw 
a man lying on tho sidewalk; somoChina- 
men came out with a light; on asking 
what was tho matter he was told that a 
Si wash had cut him; saw some blood on 
( j the floor just inside tlie door; saw a 
Chinawoman throw a liat outuido; an- 
other Chinaman picked uj) tho hat 
and put it ulongsido the head of 
the man on tlio sidewalk; tho man was 
not dead at that time; ho moved hia 
"''haud, but none of the men offered him 
any assistance; after that tlireo or four 
Ohinamcn came out of tho hoiiso and some 
of'thom went toward Store street; saw no 
, Indians ne.ir tho house, neither did wit- 
ness see anyone running away; could not 
identify any of tho men, nor did he sec 
the murdered man thrown out on the 
street; saw a Chinawoman throw hot 
water on the floor whore tho blood was. 

To. the foreman — Tlio man was lying on 
his back close to the hoaso, with his head 
towaird Storeistrodtiaiid his foot near tho 
door. 

Dr. Jackson, sworn — Am a member of 
'4fi6 'Royal College of Surgeons; had ex- 
amined tho body of a Chinaman now ly- 
ing in tho gaol yard on Jlonday; found a 
scratch on tho loft eyelid and a small cut 
on the lower lip, also a punctured wound 
on the left side between the ribs; tho 
wound penetrated about two inches into 
the lungs and was the cause of death; dis- 
covered no other injuries of any kind on 
tho body. 

To tho foreman — There was no blood 
on tho man's logs and feet, indicating 
that he had been running any distance; 
ho could not. have run fur witli such a 

-wound; 

Charles T. Stewart's evidence w.xs 
ohiia^ corroborative of that taken be- 
fore Dr, Jackson's. Witness saw a China- 
man across the street from where ho was 
have hold of another Chinaman as thoug>i 
he was trying to ahovo him out of the 
house; the man fell just outside the 
door, and witness could see blood on his 
shirt, which tho Chinaman pulled up aa 
the moon was just rising; there waa more 
than one Chinaman there; a Chinaman 
said that a Siwash had killed tlio man; 
would not know tho man again who said 
so; they did not seem in any hurry to 
get t^e police; the man was not quitu 
dead when witness went over, but died 
directly afterwards; no asaistanco was 
given; tho dying man otlerod his hand 
to a Chinaman standing noar, but it was 
not taken; saw a lot of blood inside the 
door an4 ^A'W' 1^'' tlirown outside by a 
Chinawoman; itwas picked up and put by 
,j thedeadJimn'fl hpadfya .Chinawoman threw 
• a'ome'ihbfc water *oh the pool of blood in- 
side the door; could reccgiiizr tho hat or 
cap that was thrown out, but did not 
think ho could rocognizo the woman that 
he;siiw; to tho host of his knowledge had 
soon the woman sitting in the window c f 
the house where tho murder is supposed 
to have been committed; the(»p thrown 
out of tho house resembled the one pro- 
duced in court. 

To tho foreman— Tho door waa open 
and the man was let go just outside; he 
'^tinmediatcly fell; tho man who had hold 
of the one who was wounded was a tolera- 
bly stout Chinaman; there was one ina 
.(lUtaido at the time. 

Officer Hough, sworn — Waa on duty on 
Store atreot on Sunday night laat and 

■ hKird there was some trouble on Fia- 
card atreot; went up to a house occupied 
Ly Wang Foon and saw aChinaroan naui- 
(Gn Kow lyiiiR on tho sidewalk quito dead 
with his feet on tho doorstep; wont in- 
side t]M3 house with Supt. O'Ounnor; a 
a hall ftbout J5 feet in length wius all wol 

"wiUi water; a 'spot of blood about two 

inches in diii))W:tti' ' WJ13' left about eight 
f430t ffom thjs rioori'.sfve^al »pota °i blood 
»ore (ilao on the wains'obfctlnif of tho hall ; 
<aiamjned tlje outsi4o of tbo house and 
found blood on the doorJt^'p; a mark of a 
Jjand in blood was also un tho door wis 
jpgj^could find no traces of blood in any 
4jrMtibn'froin the huiiao; alto ox.'tmined 
'g^Jp(»ljty.by daylight o» Monday uiorii- 
' ivg &nii could find no siifus of blood, 



To tho foreman — Did not examine any 
of tho rooms but took th©:bo^ in oJuu:go 
and brought it to the polico'barracks. ' ' 

To Supt. O'Connor— Wang Foon said 
ho threw the deceased out on tho aide- 
walk after ho fell against the door, which 

as not fastened; heard Wang Foon ac- 
knowledge that he had had the blood 
washed up on the passage. 

Ah Hoj^uo'of (tne- wom^n in custody 
as an accewory, sworn — ^Live on Fisgard 
street; remembered last Sunday\night; 
there were four Cliinanion in tho hoimo 
and another Chinawoman beaidos herself; 
thuro wa.s Wr.ng Foon, Kum Soon, Wuug 
Chong and Fee Lie; the woman were Ah 
filoi and witness; the men wore playing 
at dominoes; heard no disturbance in the 
houso; tho door was shut but not fasten- 
ed; witnoas occupied tho front room of 
tho houiie; the door was opened from tho 
outside by the wounded man; (wituesa af- 
terwards said sho opened the door and stood 
there); did not know a Chihauian named 
On Kow; one Chinaman passed while she 
stood at the door but she did not know 
him; tho man asked to go in but did not 
do so; know Wang Foon well, ho occu- 
pied the house in which sho resided; sho 
>aid rent to Wang Foon; did not ask 
Chinamen in, they came in if they liked; 
jlid not see Vt'ang Foon in the pas.sago 
nor did she see two Chinamen at the door; 
witness washed the passage out with hot 
water; she saw a lot of blood on tho tioor 
and washed it up. A great deal of ques- 
tioning aa to how tho blood came on the 
iloor in which tho witness would only say 
that tho blood waa swept there. Sho at 
length said it camo from the doad body 
and before tho man died ; ho died , at tho 
front door. Witness would not say .liibw 
tho man got into tho passage. She did not 
know who the man waa who would not 
lot tho wounded in; no one told hor to 
wash up tho blood; sho did not call for 
any] assistance when the man tried to 
force his woy in; two men who are play- 
ing dominoes camo out; they saw AVaiig 
Foon and Foe Lie; Wang Foon tried to 
lift the dead body which was lying partly 
out.sido and partly inside tho room; did 
not SCO a knife or a dagger; did not wash 
a knife that night; Wuny Foon did not 
leave the house, but the other three wont 
back homo; did not carry a whistle nor 
had sho heard Wang Foon blow ono; she 
did not throw a hat or a cap out of tho 
houso on Sunday night; .she aid not hold 
a light over the body ; it Wiia Wang Foon ; 
(a great imiuy questions wore hero an- 
swered by the witne3^ in the negative, in 
fact she appeared to know nothing scar- 
cely about the occurrence). 

Ah 5Ioi, tho other woman under arrest, 
waa thou sworn and examined. Her ovi- 
nonce was corroborative of that of laat 
witness so fur tho people of the houso, 
tho Chinamen that were in it a id tho 
occupation of tho night wore concerned; 
she said there was no quarrel about tho 
gambling; that she heard no noise out- 
side till ono of tho Chinamen called out 
to know what was tho uiiUtor with tho 
mail tliat wanted to got into the houso; 
sho thou wont out and saw the man lying 
on the lloor of tho passage close to tho 
door; there was blood in the passage near 
the doadjbodyj the last witness got hot 
water to 'wash the passage; witness was 
frightened and went back into tho room 
whero tho men wore gambling. (Many 
other questions wore askod, but the wit- 
ness assorted that she was frightened and 
did not return to see what going on, noi- 
ther did she see Wong Foon again after ho 
left the room till the police came to tho 
house.) She rented tho house from a 
white man, but did not know hia name, 
and paid 87 per month; no ono had tolu 
her not to say anythinp; about the dead 
Chinaman. 

The Coroner explained to the jury the 
duty they had to perform, which was sim- 
ply to ascertain the cause of tho death of 
tho deceased. They would be guided in 
tliis matter by tlio evidonco of Dr. Jack- 
son. There did not seem to be anything 
to show who struck tho fatal blow. If 
tlio jury wished to consult about thoic 
verdict he would clear the Court for that 
purpose. 

After a consultation of about 15 min- 
utes the jury agreed on the following 
verdict: That the dnceaaed On Kow 
came to his death through a stab in the 
back inflicted with some sharp instrument 
in the hands of some person unknown to 
tho jury in the house on Ficgard street 
occupied by Ah Ho and Ah Moi. 

Tho Coroner then diamisBcd the jury 
with thanks for the ir attendanc e.

Judge Co.K to tho prisoner— Stand 
up. Have you anything to say why 
sentence should not be passed upon 

you ? 

Guitcau, still sitting— 1 ask your 
honor to postpone sentence., as , Iqng as 
possible. /I f 

Judge Co.'i stood up. Have you any- 
thing to say why sentence should not 
now bo pronounced upon you ? 

The prisoner arose, pale, but with 
lips compressed, and desperate deter- 
mination stamped on his features. In 
a low and deliberate tone he began, 
but soon his manner became 'wild and 
violent, and, pounding on tho table, ho 
delivered himself oF the following har- 
angue : — ; 

"I nm not guilty of tlie charge set 
forth in the indictment. It was God's 
act, and not mine. God will take care 
of it, and don't let the American peo- 
ple forget it. He will take care of it, 
and every oflicer of this government 
from tbo executive down to tho mar- 
shal of the court, the jury, and every 
member of thi.s bench will pay for it, 
nn.d taking in every man; her?, tho 
American nation will roll in blood if 
my body goes into the ground and I 
am hung. The Jews put the despised 
Gallilenn in the grave. For the time 
tliev triumphed. At the destruction 
of jprusalem, forty years afterwards, 
the Ahnighty got even with them. 1 
am not afraid of death. I am here as 
God's man. Kill me to-morrow. I 
am God's and I have been from the 
s;tart. I'm not afraid to die. I r.tand 
here ns God's man, and God will cur.so 
(>very man who liad part in procuring 
this unrighteous verdict. Nothing but 
good lins come from Garfield'« removal 
and that will be the verdict of posteri- 
ty on my in.spiration. I don't care a 
snap for the verdict of this corrupt 
generation. I would rather a thousand 
times bo in my position than that of 
thoso who have hounded me to death. 
I shall have a glorious Higbt to glory, 
but that miserable scoundrel Corkhill 
will have a permanent job wiiich tho 
devil ia preparing for him." 

Ho was then sentenced to die on 
.Jnno 30th.

Ono of the robbers died 
in gaol, two of them got out on straw 
bail and were not beard from again, 
and prosecution against the fourth was 
abandoned by the Crown owing to the 
vigorous exertions of their hiwyer.s. 
The fiftli man, Carroll alias Jones, was 
convicted and sentenced to five years 
in the penitentiary." 

"Have the. bar of Montreal ever 
taken any action as a body in this 
matter ?" 

"No; the Bar of Montreal have never 
taken any action whatever against this 
very unprofessional conduct of some of 
its members. Tlio three robbers who 
escaped punishment are prepared to 
come back if their liberty is guaranteed 
them, and prove that they put four- 
fifths of the stolen money in the hands 
of their lawyers, and never received 
one cent of it back with the e.xcpption 
of what was paid for their food while 
in gaol and for-theirt'j-ijllvyay tickets to 
take them back t'6 New York;" 

"What do you think of the [letition 
that has been sent to the Department 
of Ju.s'tico in behalf of Jones ?" 

"There cannot bo the slightest doubt 
that it is a bogus aft'air. After Jones 
was found guilty, and before lie was 
sentenced, bogus depositions as to his 
respectability and financial standing in 
Chicago wcro presented to Judge Dor- 
ion, which, r have understood, had the 
effect of considoi-ably lightening his 
sentence. I have not the slightest 
doubt that the papers now before the 
government ato also bogu.s. 1 think 
this is the third or fourth attempt that 
has been made to get the prisoner out 
of penitentiary. These moves are all 
got up by a lawyer in j\lontreai, so as 
to keep Jones living in hopes of gett- 
ing his liberty, so that he will not 
"down liiin. ' That is the expression 
u.sed by the robber in his threat to- 
wards the lawyer for haviiig retained 
possession of the stolen money. The 
robbers arc now prepared to testify 
against this lawyer, and it is niy iu- 
tention, so soon as I can got a little 
away from my business, to have the 
matter thoroughly e.xposed. This 
lawyer wanted to compromise- with me 
for 810,000, on receipt" of which I was 
to " cry quits," buthe humbilgged both 
prisoners anil myself and keep the 
whole thing. Tho petition is merely 
intended to put off the day of reckon- 
ing, but 1 am detcrininetl to pu.sh the 
matter and explose the wlioio disgrace- 
ful afl'air. The bar of Montrealy for 
its own credit, should institute a scorch- 
ing investigation and Imvo the matter 
thoroughly sifted. — Globe.
